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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a utility application. 
These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use. 

Arrangement of the Specification 

As provided in 37 CFR 177(b), the specification of a utility application should include the 
following sections in order. Each of the lettered items should appear in upper case, without underlining or 
bold type, as a section heading. If no text follows the section heading, the phrase "Not Applicable" should 
follow the section heading: 

(a) TITLE OF THE INVENTION. 

(b) CROSS-REFERENCE TO RELATED APPLICATIONS. 

(c) STATEMENT REGARDING FEDERALLY SPONSORED RESEARCH OR DEVELOPMENT. 

(d) THE NAMES OF THE PARTIES TO A JOINT RESEARCH AGREEMENT. 

(e) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A COMPACT DISC. 

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. , 

(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 CFR 1.97 and 
1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S).

Ciaim Rejections - 35 (JSC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. The 
claim languages are very vague and unclear. For example: "characterized by that the lower part (1) is 
attached to the upper part (2) revolving manner, as known in itself, in a way that rotating it in relation to 
the upper part (2), it does constrained movement in the direction of the device's (20) longitudinal axis, 
approaching the upper part (2)". and the limitation "...at stretching it is joined with the mean transferring 
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the stretching power, preferably with the lock mechanism (4), by a spacer (33), having no contact with 
other energy storage parts (3). like supplementary unit(s) (35)." 

In claims 6-7, 14, the limitation "that is the angle of inclination on the conical superficies of the 
cartridge (8) is precisely equal to the conical angle of the receiving lower part's (1) interior** (claim 7); and 
the limitation: "the external bevel angle of the cartridge (8) precisely equals to the current actual bevel 
angle of the socket in the lower part (1) at all times" (claims 7 and 14) are vague and unclear. Does 
applicant mean that: the cartridge (8) is fit in the container of lower part 1? 

In claim 8. the limitation "characterized by that it has a start unit (31) containing most of the total 
energy among the energy storage units (3), and it is supplied with separate components, here a spacer 
933) and a case (32), to set up the tension and to limit the relaxation" is unclear. 

The claims 1 -14 are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and are replete with 
grammatical and idiomatic errors. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-6, 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by GB 681.098 (cited 
from IDS). 

As best as understood, GB 681.098 discloses, Figs, 1-13, a needle-less injection device 
comprising: a lower part 36 (distal part of device) receiving the agent cartridge A; an upper part (proximal 
part of device) contains energy store units 56; a supplementary unit 54; a lock maintaining 42, the lower 
part is attached to the upper part; a cup 82 screwed on the upper end of barrel 34; a start up unit capable 
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of storing min 60%, preferably 80-90% of the total discharge energy of the tension state of the energy 
storage. GB '098 discloses that an injector with high pressure (page 2, lines 1-10, pg 3, lines 65-70, pg 4 
lines 65-70, pg 5,lines 100-107), therefore, it should fall in the range of 80-90% of total discharge energy 
and should fall on the first 1 5-20% of the internal length of the agent cartridge. It is inherently that the start 
unit is metal plate spring to provide high pressure of injection. Furthermore, it is well known in the art that 
the spring is made of metal. A release mechanism is a release button 72 or 82; a release rod 70; a 
discharge hole 16 is 0.002"-0.005", which is fall in the range of 0.2 - 0.1mm. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 11-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over GB 681,098. 

GB'098 discloses the claimed invention except for that bevel angle of the lower part receiving the 
cartridge is 1 .2-1 .8°; a wall thickness of the cartridge is at most 1 .5mm. It would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention was made to provide the bevel angle in the 
range of 1.2-1.8°, or the wall thickness of the cartridge about 1.5mm, since it has been held that 
discovering an optimum value of a result effective variable involves only routine skill in the art. 

. Regarding claim 12, GB'098 discloses the claimed invention except for the cartridge made of 
plastic such as polycarbonate, polypropylene or polyethylene, or combination of thereof. It would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide the 
cartridge with plastic material as listed above, since it has been held to be within the general skill of a 
worker in the art to select a known material on the basis of its suitability for the intended use as a matter 
of obvious design choice.
